In the case ot the mut¬ 
ual fire insurance companies lu this 
State, this obligation is plmhly set 
out in the policy. A policy holdei 
| Iihs been helJ liable lor two years 
alter his policy Ispsed for all losses 
'to parties insured wftile hi* policy 
| was in force. By the Inst Legisla¬ 
ture this time limit was reduced to 
one year. In New Yurk thii courts 
' have decided that the policy hold¬ 
ers art liable for debts incurred up 
I to the time of tho appointment of •[ 
receiver.
